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TAX BRIEF 


A. strong, positive stand for 
total income tax exemption for 
fees paid toward continuing and 
furthering our education in the 
evenings, was taken by a dele- 
gation representing Sir George 
Williams University Evening 
Students, who called on Federal 
ane in Ottawa on October 
31st. 


Speaking on behalf of 600,000 
part time evening students across 
Canada, the Delegation consisted 
of Mr. Gus Borovilos, President 
E.S.A., Mr. Allen Morris, Vice- 
President E.S.A., Mr. Barry 
Lawson, President High School 
Student Council, Mr. Andre Smith, 
Activities Co-ordinator High 
School Student Council, Mr. Barry 
Barnes, Photographer and Mr. 
D.F. Young, Administrative As- 
sistant. 


Upon arrival in Ottawa, they 
met with Mr. Benson, Parliament 
Secretary of Finance Minister 
Gordon. After presentation of the 
brief, Mr. Benson assured the 
delegation that our submission 
would receive the careful consi- 
deration of the government prior 
to the preparation of the next 
Federal Budget. 


The Brief reads in part: ‘‘There 
is good reason to amend the 
present income tax law, since 
the adult pursuing part-time stu- 
dies already has considerable 
financial responsibilities. Since 
no decision has yet been reached 
on the advisability of making 
adult education free, the least, 
surely, that could be done is not 
to tax the sums that the working 
student is obliged to disburse to 
the educational ‘institution he 
attends.”’ 

Through a personal conversa- 
tion with New Democratic Party 
Leader, T.C. Douglas the previous 
evening, a meeting was arranged 
with Mr. Knowles, Mr. Cameron 
and Mr. Douglas. The meeting 
proved to be successful and our

delegation was enthusiastically 
accepted. How enthusiastic. It 
has been brought to our attention 
that Mr, Colin Cameron, N.D.P., 
financial critic, faised the ques- 
tion of our brief at a Budget and 
Finance Committee that same 
evening. 


Mr. John Diefenbaker, Leader 
of the Opposition, also met our 
delegates and assured us of his 
support on this matter. Mr. 
Pickersgill, Secretary of State, 
Mr. McGory, M.P. for Queen’s 
County P.H.I. and Mr. Paschal 
Hayes, P.C. Public Relations 
Chairman expressed concern and 
support. 


SEMINAR 


The Fifth Annual Seminar on 
International Affairs was suc- 
cessfully held from November 
5th to the 9th. This year’s theme 
was ‘‘Aspects of International 
Aid’’ and approximately 100 de- 
legates, representing 35 univer 
sities from around the world, 
were in attendance. 


There was a guest speaker for 
each evening of the five day 
event, scheduled as follows: Mr. 
Nik Cavell (‘‘International Aid 
as a Dynamic Force’’), Prof. 
John Chipman (‘‘The Role of 
Education in Aid Programs’’), 
Dr. E.D. Wittkower (‘‘Cultural 
Shock and its Effects’’) and Mr. 
Andrew Kamarck (‘‘Effective In- 
ternational Aid’’), 


Ann Montgomery, the energetic 
chairman of the seminar, has 
Stated that its purpoSe was to 
give students of many different 
backgrounds the opportunity to 
discuss some of the problems 
they might encounter after they 
finish their schooling on their 
way to becoming leaders in their 
nations, 


This aim was fully achieved 
and it can be attributed to the 
wholehearted enthusiasm of the 
delegates. Although there were 
less participants than in last 
year’s seminar, there were more 
dynamic and keen members in 
attendance this year, with a 
greater scope for imagination 
being shown, 


A panel discussion on ‘'Inter 
national Aid versus Bilateral 
Aid’’, scheduled for the second 
day of the seminar, developed 
into the most interesting event. 
It was conducted by commentator 
Leslie Roberts, with five panel- 
ists taking part. 


‘We can’t base our aid on cold 
war consideration. We must base 
our aid on a wider reality’’, com 
mented Professor Arthur Lermer, 
Chairman of the Department of 
Economics for Sir George. 

Mr. Robert Theobald, consult- 
ing economist and author said, 
‘*The high-water mark of aid has 
already passed. We need a new 


and viable justification for cor 
tinting to give aid.’’ He empha- 
tically stated that the whole 
present concept of foreign aid is 
outdated 


It was agreed that, in theory, 
multilateral aid is superior to 
bilateral aid because, among 
other reasons, it enables the 
pooling of knowledge and re- 
sources and assures more co 
ordination. 


The general opinion of Canada’s 
role in foreign aid was summed 
up by Mr. Mark Gayn, editorial 
writer and syndicated columnist 
of the Toronto Star, who stated 
that ‘‘Canada is the second 
worst giver among westem 
nations.’’ 


The conclusion arrived at was 
that all priviledged nations must 
take a greater and more active 
interest in international aid if 
world peace is to be maintained.

UKRANIAN WEEK A HIT 


Plateau Hall had its 1300 seats 
filled Sunday, November 10th, for 
a performance by the Ukrainian 
Girls Bandura Chorus from 
Detroit. This was the opening 
event of Ukrainian week, from 
the 10th to the 16th, jointly 
sponsored by the Ukrainian Stw 
dents’ Clubs of McGill and Sir 
George Williams Universities, 


This group’s first appearance 
in Montreal was warmly received 
by the audience, Under the direc 
tion of Mr. Peter Potapenko, the 
girls sang twenty native folk 
songs concerning Ukrainian hiss 
tory, predominantly battle and 
love songs, including ‘‘My Be 
loved Country’, ‘‘My heart is 
Longing For You'’, ‘‘The Hostile 
Storm’’, etc. Solos were performed 
by Helen Kravchenko, Valentyna 
Bykowetz, and Helen Babey, and 
their cleaf voices reflected the 
high musical standard of the 
chorus, 


Though it is possible that some 
people in the audience did not 
understand the language in the 
introductory, intermittent and 
closing speeches, it was impos 
sible not to be touched by the 
beautiful haunting melodies and 
the sincere manner of the giris, 
Which are truly native to the 
Ukraine. Also, for the short five 
years it has been in existence, 
the chorus, composed mainly of 
college girls, has achieved a high 
level of professional training and 
much skill in the playing of the 
Bandura, the national instrument 
of the Ukraine. The singing was 
flawless with the alto section 
giving good support to the rather 
strong sopranos. The culture of 
this country was further empha 
sized by the colorful costumes 
worn by the girls, consisting of 
decorated headdresses of ribbons 
and flowers, embroidered blouses 
and skirts and high red boots, On 
the whole, there was a very close 
link between audience and parti+ 
cipants, especially during the 
second half when more humorous 
songs were pefformed and the 
Bandura was used to achieve 
tricky effects close to a guitar. 


If this event is representative 
of the quality of the various acti- 
vities throughout Ukrainian week, 
it is well worthwhile for everyone 
to attend and learn about this 
country and its people. 


Ukrainian Week activities were 
held at Sir George Williams and 
McGill Universities including an 
exhibition of native handicrafts, 
customs and music which were 
both entertaining and educational, 


The Annual Ukrainian Students’ 
Ball, on November 16, at the 
Royal Embassy Hotel, was a fit 
ting end to the activities. The 
beautiful setting and good music 
provided by the Crystal Ballroom 
guaranteed a very enjoyable eve 
ning to the many people who at- 
tended.
